No principal named yet

A second parents meeting 
for the planned Metro Charter 
School Academy in Romulus 
was held Tuesday, but the ex¬ 
pected announcement on the 
school’s first principal was 
postponed. 

Jeff Poole, vice president of 
marketing for the National 
Heritage Academies, revealed 
last week that the top candi¬ 


date for the principal post 
here had accepted a job else¬ 
where. 

“Obviously someone else 
had the same high opinion of 
her (the candidate) as we did,” 
Poole said. 

Thus it was back to the 
drawing board in the principal 
hunt, Poole said, and an an¬ 
nouncement on such an acad¬ 
emy leader is expected soon. 

In the meantime, the Metro 
Charter School Academy is 


about to open its student en¬ 
rollments. 

Students are expected to 
come from about a three-mile 
outreach from the school site, 
since parents need to arrange 
travel arrangements for their 
children to and from school. 

A ground-breaking for the 
school is planned for next 
month. 

The classes will run on the 
same day schedule as Ro¬ 
mulus schools. 


Former 34th District Court 
Assistant Administrator Tam¬ 
ara Riopelle - who lost her job 
back in 1993 during the contro- 
versial financial disap¬ 
pearance case - may get a new 
court hearing on her lost 
wages. 

Her attorney, Guy C. Vining, 
said the Michigan Court of Ap¬ 
peals has “reversed” part of a 
decision made in the Wayne 
County Circuit Court and “re¬ 
instated her breach of contract 
and violation of constitution 
claims.” 

Vining said since the 
change in the case’s disposi¬ 
tion he has been taking state¬ 
ments from seven current and 
former 34th District Court em¬ 
ployees in re-preparing 
Riopelle’s case. 

“We were not permitted to 
tell our side of the story previ¬ 
ously,” Vining stated. 

“We expect that lawyers for 
the 34th District Court will file 
a bid to dismiss the case 
again...possibly as early as 
within a month,” he added. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green of the 34th District 
Court issued a “no comment” 
statement on the issue, except 
to admit that dispositions of 
past and current court em¬ 
ployees (including judges) 
have taken place and the court 
has submitted documents at 
the request of Riopelle’s law¬ 


yer. 


Rep. Basham to run again

He also is past master of the 
Wolverine Masonic Lodge.

“Both vehicles entered the 
intersection at the same time,” 
the report said, “and they col¬ 
lided.” 


The passenger in the van 
“was ejected and sustained 
fatal injuries.” 

Allison suffered a head cut 
after striking the truck’s win¬ 
dow and Firefighter Douglas 
Rowe also was injured slightly. 

Both firemen were treated 
at Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne. 

A report stated that the fire 
truck was responding to a re¬ 
ported building fire. But about 
the time of the crash, the Ro¬ 
mulus dispatcher cancelled 
the call when it was confirmed 
that the fire was confined to a 
barrel behind a business, Ro¬ 
mulus Police Lt. Eric Painter 
said.

Two gunmen, who report¬ 
edly shot a fleeing party store 
worker on April 11, are still be¬ 
ing sought by the Romulus Po¬ 
lice. 

Detective Lt. David Early 
reported the clerk at the Metro 
House of Liquor at Wayne and 
Ecorse Roads told officers he 
was stacking shelves, when the 
pair entered about 8 p.m. 

Both men chased him out 
the side door and fired at least 
two shots at him, wounding 
him in the left rib cage. 

The victim fell to the ground 
and then got up and ran to a 
passing vehicle for help. A dif¬ 
ferent car may have been 
struck by a slug from the ban¬ 
dit’s gun, police said. 

The gunmen returned to the 
store and tried to force open 
the cash register, but failed, 
Early said. 

They reportedly fled in a 
gold Toyoto Corollo with dam¬ 
age to the front end and having 
only one headlight working. 

K-9 police units were called 
to the scene and a black ski 
mask reportedly was recov¬ 
ered nearby. 

The victim reportedly was 
held for observation at An¬ 
napolis Hospital that night and 
then released. 

Police said the store’s video 
camera provided a video tape 
of the incident. 

The suspects were identi¬ 
fied as: 

(1) a heavy set black male, 
approximately six feet tall, 
wearing a black cap and jog¬ 
ging suit with a double white 
stripe down the arms and pant 
legs. 

(2) A medium build black 
man about 5T0” wearing black 
clothing and a green hooded 
top.

Dual wafer meter plan 

Unlikely that property owners will be able 
to sprinkle lawns without paying sewer fees

The steep price of maintaining 
green summer lawns is causing a 
crabgrass revolution in West¬ 
land’s condo country. 

A revolution that has prompt¬ 
ed the city to investigate introduc¬ 
ing dual water-and-sewer meters 
citywide. 

Under the city’s single-meter 
system, city residents pay $1.84 
per 1,000 gallons for water fees 
and another $2.62 per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons for sewer fees for a total of 
$446 per 1,000 gallons, though the 
city council will probably lower 
both rates 20 cents per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons on July 1), This angered the 
city's condo associations because, 
owning and maintaining their 
own storm water drains, they 
don’t use Westland’s storm sew¬ 
ers, yet they pay thousands of dol¬ 
lars in sewer fees. 

This needn’t be, said James 
Godbout, president of Westland 
Condominium Directors Organi¬ 


zation, who proposed that the city 
allow dual meters for condo asso¬ 
ciations. He argued that it was 
possible because Northville 
Township will allow dual meter¬ 
ing for sprinkler systems this year, 
and because Westland exempts 
Westland Shopping Center and 
National Block Co. from sewer 
fees. 

But unfortunately for the con¬ 
do crowd, officials said that the 
odds are slim that dual meters 
will be allowed after reviewing a 
report by Department of Public 
Services Director Richard 
Dittmar. 

Dittmar said that Wayne Coun¬ 
ty, who handles the city’s sewage, 
will only base the city’s sewer use 
on water use. 

“This formula has been in exis¬ 
tence for as long as I can remem¬ 
ber and is probably the fairest 
way to chaise the communities on 
the Rouge Valley system until an 
accurate way of measuring the 
sewerage flow from an ’individual 
home or business is developed,” 


said Dittmar 

He said neighboringcommuni- 
ties using Wayne County’s sewers, 
such as Canton, Wayne, Garden 
City Dearborn Heights and Livo¬ 
nia, do not have any exemptions 
for sprinkler systems. Northville 
can do it because it goes outside 
the county system. 

Further, Dittmar said there 
was a legal problem: “If we grant 
this request to the condominium 
owners, that we must afford the 
same opportunity to residential 
homeowners, and the business 
and industrial users.” 

Assistant City Attorney Joanna 
Bennett agreed. “Other home- 
owners would probably want the 
same treatment,” she said, adding 
that, according to City Attorney 
Angelo Plakas’s opinion, all resi¬ 
dents and business owners must 
receive equal treatment unless a 
legally rational reason for an ex¬ 
emption could be argued. 

Dittmar also objected to the 
plan because it would require the 
city to pay for creating and mail-

ing two bills; to pay for new me¬ 
ters and remote registers; to hire 
more meter readers; to revise the 
rates; and prevent fraud from 
people connection house water to

Mayor Bob Thomas opposed 
the plan because it would shift 
the burden of sewer costs, proba¬ 
bly causing a rate hike. “There’s 
no way we could do it without 
someone else paying the bill,” he 
said. 


Airport plans for 
minority shops 


Miss Westland apps ready 


Revenue to the airport will 
more than double and minority, 
disadvantaged and women- 
owned business enterprises will 
make up nearly 49% of the restau¬

“Eighty of the finest shops and 
restaurants will reflect the com¬ 
munity we live in,” said Wayne 
County Executive Edward H. Mc¬ 
Namara. “Revenue from retail 
earns approximately $10 million 
for the airport today The midfield 
concessions alone are estimated 
to earn in excess of $22 million. 
We are proud that these recom¬ 
mendations will present our cus¬ 
tomers with a distinctly Motor 
City flavor and atmosphere. The 
percentage of minority, disadvan¬ 
taged and women owned partici¬ 
pation, we believe, leads all US 
airports.” 

“These proposals exceeded 
our most optimistic expecta¬ 
tions,” said Director of Airports 
David Katz. “There were aggres¬ 
sive goals for this program, and 
what I have seen throughout this 
evaluation and selection process 
is industry leading. Passengers 
using the new Metro Airport will 
have access to over 125,000 sq. 
feet of new restaurant and retail 
space - making Metro one of the 
largest airport concession pro¬ 
grams in the world. The appear¬ 
ance of the restaurants and retail 
shops will be dazzling; and cus¬ 


tomer service standards are writ¬ 
ten into the contracts. Passengers 
will enjoy competitive street pric¬ 
ing and quality products and ser¬ 
vice, guaranteed by performance 
standards and secret shopper 
programs implemented and en¬ 
forced by airport management” 

“I feel that the marketplace 
has given us something veiy spe¬ 
cial,” said Colleen Pobur, Director 
of Concessions and Quality Assur¬ 
ance at Metro Airport “This con¬ 
cessions program will be a model 
for other airports. It will also 
serve as a tremendous source of 
revenue for the airport, nearly 
tripling our concessions fee - - im¬ 
portant for a user-funded facility.” 

Prospective concession ven¬ 
dors, recommended by the air¬ 
port, were on-hand to showcase 
some of their food and products 
after the CRAPS meeting, held at 
Wayne County’s Warren Valley 
Golf Club. The CRAPS committee 
will take the airport’s recommen¬ 
dations to the full Wayne County 
Commission later this month. The 
Wayne County Commission has 
the right to approve or reject the 
airport’s recommendations.

women 
explore 
careers in 
math and 
science 


Belleville High School girls 
recently got a chance to ex¬ 
plore science careers at the 
Explorathon 2000 workshops. 
The purpose of the workshops 
was to expand horizons for 
young women in science and 
math, and the event was held 
at Cranbrook High School. 

Eighteen students and one 
parent attended the full-day 
convention, which encouraged 
high school girls to enter ca¬ 
reers in math and science. Stu- 
dents began the day by 
listening to a presentation by 
Dr. Nicky Fox, NASA Solar 
System Plasma Physicist. Not 
only did she explain the work 
she does, but she also took 
time to explain the hurdles 
she had to leap in what she ter¬ 
med “a man’s field.” 

After the presentation, stu¬ 
dents were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to attend workshops on 
such varied topics as Biodiver¬ 
sity in the Great Lakes, Veter¬ 
inary Medicine, Analytical 
Chemistry, Inside the 
Computer, Pediatric Genetic 
Counseling, Developmental 
Biology, Heart Repair, Plastics 
and Recycling, Toxicology, and 
Laser Exploration. 

The 18 students who at¬ 
tended got a chance to meet 
with students from school dis¬ 
tricts across Michigan, as well 
as the opportunity to work 
with scientists in varied career 
fields. 

Though the conference was 
geared toward women, it did 
not exclude men. In fact, three 
of the 18 students who at¬ 
tended were young men. They 
found it “fun and exciting.” 
Many students remarked that 
they had no idea so many dif¬ 
ferent jobs were out there. The 
response from BHS partici¬ 
pants was overwhelmingly 
positive. 

“I found that no matter what 
area of science or math you go 
into, there are several differ¬ 
ent jobs you can get,” said 10th 
grader Jamie Bussler. 

The hands-on approach was 
a positive learning experience 
for students, according to 9th 
grader Krista Pancone who 
said, “I learned about nursing 
and protective equipment for 
harmful chemicals. I saw fish 
DNA and I got to observe a tad¬ 
pole’s heartbeat. I learned a 
lot today that probably 
couldn’t be learned on a nor¬ 
mal school day.” 

Gearing the presentation to¬ 
ward young women offered 
students a unique experience, 
said 10th grader Erin Cullen, 
“I loved how the Cranbrook 
trip was female-oriented. Girls 
have earned the well-deserved 
right to go into the science 
fields. It’s inspiring to see suc¬ 
cessful females in the career 
field I am looking at. I now 
have more confidence in my 
career choice.” 

Explorathon 2000 was just 
one of several approaches the 
science department has taken 
to enhance opportunities for 
BHS students. 

“The Belleville educational 
community should be tremen¬ 
dously proud of the young wo¬ 
rn e n and men who 
participated in this Science 
Explorathon,” remarked Sci¬ 
ence Department Chairperson 
Christine Diehl. “Students 
who take a full complement of 
science classes in high school 
have more job opportunities

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Beaten 27 times, Romulus survivor 
dedicates life to battered women 


I don’t quite understand why it is that 
County Executive Edward McNamara 
chose to forego a nationwide search to 
find candidates for the top post at Metro 
Airport. Instead McNamara convinced 
Lester Robinson, a man with superior 
credentials but no real experience in 
running an airport, to take the job. 

Robinson better learn quickly. If his 
appointment is approved by the County 
Commission, which is likely, Robinson 
will be faced with a number of critical 
decisions that could spell success or fail¬ 
ure rather quickly. 

He will immediately oversee the com¬ 
pletion of the billion dollar midfield ter¬ 
minal expected to open in 2001, the cre¬ 
ation and completion of Metro’s sixth jet 
runway, and the renovation of the cur¬ 
rent terminal complex. And if this 
weren’t enough, Robinson must handle 
the day-to-day complaints from hun¬ 
dreds of airline passengers and a some¬ 
times tenuous relationship with North¬ 
west Airlines which does 80% of the busi¬ 
ness at the airport 

I’m not sure I would wish this job on 
my worst enemy. Robinson is not McNa¬ 
mara’s enemy, but a friend, and I hope 
for friendship’s sake that Wayne County’s 
CFO can merge all the changes taking 
place at Metro into one of the nation’s 
best airport operations. 


The first order of business for the Edi¬ 
son Project which was awarded the con¬ 
tract to operate Inkster Schools, is to ne¬ 
gotiate a contract with the Inkster Feder¬ 
ation of Teachers (IFT). In fact negotia¬ 
tions have been ongoing for some time 
now, and some are reporting an impasse. 

The major stumbling block appears to 
be Edison’s merit pay proposal. Rather 
than awarding pay raises based on se¬ 
niority, Edison, like many private firms, 
insists on basing pay on performance. Of 
course the IFT cannot argue against this, 
but they are concerned about who will 
judge that performance. 

I sincerely hope that both sides can 


work 

through the 
impasse and 
come to an 
agreement 
soon. Edi¬ 
son’s pact 
with the School Board is predicated on 
negotiating a deal with the IFT. In other 
words, if teachers and Edison cannot 
agree, Edison will walk. If Edison walks 
it is very possible Governor Engler will 
declare Inkster Schools insolvent and 
toss the district into receivership. If that 
happens local control will be a thing of 
the past and Inkster Schools will likely 
be carved up by Wayne-Westland and 
other districts. 


LisaKay Wojcik is a survivor A victim 
of domestic violence, the Romulus resi¬ 
dent has made it her mission to work ex¬ 
clusively raising money for domestic vio¬ 
lence shelters. Her current effort is a 30- 
mile walkathon starting in Plymouth, 
wandering through most of Westland, 
and ending in Livonia. The event will be 
held on May 6, and Wojcik hopes to raise 
thousands of dollars for the First Step 
Shelter, a source of refuge for her in the 
past 

Wojcik’s story would make a com¬ 
pelling TV movie. At 340 pounds, with es¬ 
sentially no self- esteem, the housewife 
was in and out of emergency rooms 
twenty-seven times for the nine years of 
her stormy first marriage. Those emer¬ 
gency room visits were all related to the 
regular beatings she received from her 
husband. Finally she realized she had to 
take control of her life and shed her hus¬ 
band and 210 pounds. 

Now the svelte Wojcik is happily mar¬ 
ried and doing all she can to help abused 
women. If you’d like to help with her cru¬ 
sade to raise money for domestic abuse 
shelters make a check out to First Step at 
44567 Pinetree, Plymouth, Mi. 48170. I 
can’t think of a better cause. 



No relief for cities’ blocked RR tracks 


A federal judge has ruled that 
cities cannot issue tickets to rail¬ 
road companies for blocking 
crossings in excess of the time 
limits in state law. 

In a lawsuit by CSX Railroad 
against the City of Plymouth, U.S. 
District Court Judge Nancy Ed¬ 
munds ruled that federal law pre¬ 
empts state law which sets limits 
on the amount of time railroad 
crossings can be blocked (5 min¬ 
utes for standing trains and 7 min¬ 
utes for moving trains). 

Federal law only regulates the 
length of trains and their (maxi¬ 
mum) speed. 

Many cities, including Ply¬ 
mouth and Romulus, have been 
issuing costly tickets to the rail¬ 
road company for violations of the 
state time limits. Plymouth alone, 
which has nine crossings in the 
city, has issued over 2,000 tickets 
in the past five years. Both cities 
have CSX switching yards near 



their city limits. 

The revenue from the tickets is 
little compensation for the frus¬ 
tration and inconvenience resi¬ 
dents suffer when crossings are 
blocked, sometimes in excess of 
an hour. On occasion this writer 
has turned around and driven to 
the next crossing (a mile away) 
only to find it blocked by the same 
train. Emergency vehicles often 
have to find alternate routes be¬ 
cause of blocked crossings. 

The situation in Romulus 
could get worse. The CSX yard in 
New Boston (near Romulus) is 
scheduled to be enlarged as part 
of federal projects establishing an 


“International Trade Corridor” 
along 1-94 under NAFTA 

Even if Plymouth is successful 
in appealing Judge Edmunds’ rul¬ 
ing, the issuance of tickets is not 
going to solve the problem. Offi¬ 
cials in both cities recognize that 
grade separations (underpasses 
or overpasses) are the ultimate so¬ 
lution. Congresswoman Lynn 
Rivers has been successful in ob¬ 
taining some federal funding for a 
grade separation in Plymouth and 
is working to get federal help for 
the same in Romulus. 

This is a classic example of two 
projects using federal taxpayers 
dollars working at cross-purposes. 
On the one hand subsidizing in¬ 
creased train traffic for the bene¬ 
fit of large corporations in the 
name of “free trade.” On the other 
hand using more tax dollars to al¬ 
leviate the problems caused (in 
part) by federal laws and subsi¬ 
dies. 
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Cell phone phobia stays in California 


I always ran from Califor¬ 
nia trends. But now I can’t 
wait for latest Pacific fad, 
cell phone phobia, to sweep 
Michigan. 

According to the Drudge 
Report, some California 
business owners are ban¬ 
ning anything wireless, any¬ 
thing that beeps. 

Why? Cell phones are too 
noisy. Cell phone users are 
too rude. Too dialed into 
their phones to deal face- 
to-face with others in pub¬ 
lic, critics say. 

The trend began at 
Moose’s, a San Francisco 
restaurant, when owner Ed 
Moose saw a customer use 
his cellular phone to call a 
buddy at the other end of 
the bar and decided to ban 
cell phones. 

“I could see it coming 
and I wanted to stop it be¬ 
fore it became bad,” Moose 
reportedly said. 

His whose restaurant 
now has little signs on the 
tables that show a picture 
of a moose talking on the 
phone with the words “no 
cellular phones please.” 

At Moose’s, cellular 
phone users must go out¬ 
side. (Moose reportedly in¬ 
sists that one romance has 
started this way.) 

Other businesses have 
taken similar steps, includ¬ 
ing courtrooms, where 
some judges fine attorneys 
hundreds of dollars when¬ 
ever their cell phones or

beepers chime; many 
ocean-side art galleries and 
museums are banning 
them; and many Silicon 
Valley high tech firms are 
restricting them to parking 
lots with the smokers.

Lyme disease crusader won’t give up 


Connie Siese is a crusader 

While no one has seen any 
windmills in her path...Connie is 
trying to convince Wayne County 
residents that lyme disease is a 
serious health problem here...and 
there are simple ways to help pro¬ 
tect yourself from contracting the 
dreaded disease. 

In her role as a para-pro with 
the Wayne Westland Schools, Con¬ 
nie holds regular seminars with 
students in an effort to help keep 
them safe each spring and sum¬ 
mer. 

While she feels lyme disease 
education is rather limited even 
in various family medical offices - 
-she is a non-stop proponent in 
trying to change that fact. 

Siese sees the problem first 



hand, as she is a victim of the dis¬ 
ease and carts around “large 
boards” depicting key informa¬ 
tion as well as photos of Wayne 
area residents bearing the dread¬ 
ed marks of potential lyme dis¬ 
ease rashes. 

She travels miles - sometimes 
hundreds - to warn horse show 
lovers, Girl and Boy Scout troops 
and even persons vacationing in 
Michigan about the evils of lyme 
disease. 


Connie knows of no one cured 
of lyme disease, but states the dis¬ 
ease does go into remission. 

She is not afraid to counter in¬ 
formation supplied by local, state 
or national medical leaders, be¬ 
cause she feels she probably has 
done more research than they 
have. 

Connie feels the number of ly¬ 
me disease victims is badly un¬ 
dercounted statewide and nation¬ 
ally - because of the limited abili¬ 
ty to diagnose the disease. 

She believes that is partially 
due to the'fact that the disease 
was only identified a quarter of a 
century ago by Dr Allen Steere in 
Connecticut - while he was at 
Yale University. 


Whether Siese is right or 
wrong with her challenges to the 
medical profession on this issue - 
I cannot say. 

But her dedication is pure.

I was saddened and very 
disappointed when I learned 
of the outcome to the April 6th 
track meet between Canton 
and Salem, long-time rivals, 
but in reality parts of the same 
whole.

The team was ecstatic, 
but their jubilation was soon 
destroyed. The Salem coach

ken a written, but not widely 
known rule, having to do with 
their uniforms.

Implants: A preferred replacement for a single lost tooth 

Sometimes a person, through an accident or other injury, may lose a single 
tooth in the mouth without injury to any of the other teeth. The traditional 
method for replacing this tooth is to place a bridge in the mouth. I^doint this, 
your dentist would reduce the two teeth on either side of the space and 
construct the bridge, a three-tooth appliance, which would be cemented into 
place restoring the lost space.

On the other hand, positions not 
normally linked to a typical four-year 
college education (cashiers, janitors, 
guards, etc.) are well represented on 
list number one, which shows occupa¬ 
tions with the largest number of new 
jobs.

you set foot on campus. You college ca¬ 
reer affords you the opportunity to gain 
concrete computer and computer soft¬ 
ware skills which will give you a real 
advantage when you enter the work 
world. 

American colleges and universities 
are the envy of the world when it 
comes to offering low cost computer ac¬ 
cess. At larger schools, most freshmen 
receive an Internet e-mail account. 
Don't let this access go to waste. You 
should familiarize yourself with the In¬ 
ternet and electronic communications. 
If possible you should also know how to 
turn your papers, labs, etc. on-line, 
since many companies are also relying 
on the Internet for their own internal 
communications.

The number of 
new jobs open to Americans with four- 
year bachelors degrees will rise twice 
as fast as the number of jobs requiring 
short term experience and training. 
The same goes for jobs requiring ad¬ 
vanced degrees, with master degrees 
leading the way (30 percent job growth 
over the next decade).

Systems Analysts, 
computer engineers, physical thera¬ 
pists and human services workers, all 
show signs of exceptionally strong 
growth.

Con¬ 
versely, rising college enrollment

than a high school education now re¬ 
quire at least a B.A, increasing the 
need for a college educatioa 

The bottom line: you will need to 
continue your education long after you 
earn your college degree in order to re¬ 
main competitive in the future job 
market 

Politics 

A new government in Hong Kong, 
resurgent communism in Russia, get 
tough on crime attitudes here at home. 
Think these don/Et effect you? Think 
again. In an increasingly global econo¬ 
my, look for political trends overseas to 
continue influencing career trends 
back here in America 

The most obvious sectors to look for 
this are the careers involving business 
and finance. Still, American magnet in¬ 
dustries such as health care and higher 
education should also prosper as free 
trade provides for an influx of overseas 
dollars. 

And finally, donTEt forget the dark 
side to all of this. An increasingly un¬ 
certain world means a continued de¬ 
mand for a strong U.S. military, good 
news if you’re thinking about a career 
in the armed forces. 

And, take a look at the bottom of list 
number two. There, youTEll see two oc¬ 
cupations that form part of Americans 
hidden growth industry. Corrections of¬ 
ficers and guards should both experi¬ 
ence strong job growth, especially if 
current American attitudes toward 
crime and punishment continue into 
the next century.

Deciding what to do with your life 
after graduation can be downright 
frightening. These days, however, it 
needn’t be. Today’s economy provides 
the opportunity for almost everyone to 
try before they buy - buy into a career, 
that is. 

Many companies today deliberately 
maintain their full-time employee staff 
at as low a level as possible and rely 
heavily on temps to carry a major part 
of the required day-to-day workload. 
Temporaiy agencies have expanded 
from the clerical support office to in¬ 
clude industrial, financial, technical, 
design, medical, dental and most other 
career fields. You can sign up with as 
many agencies as you want, try as 
many jobs as you are capable of han¬ 
dling, and be kept as busy as you want 
to be. The largest employer in the Unit¬ 
ed States happens to be a temporary 
agency. 

The advantages are many: 

1. You will learn how to interview. If 
you do it often enough, you’ll become 
comfortable with the process and will 
figure out what works for you and - 
more importantly - what doesn’t 

2. You will earn while you learn. 
The starting salaries are not lavish to 
say the least but if you live modestly, 


you can get by. It’s not likely that you’ll 
be able to pay off your car or your col¬ 
lege loan during your early temp days, 
but you’re not facing a 5+ year commit¬ 
ment with an unknown employer. 
You’re not facing ANY commitment 
beyond what you agree to when you ac¬ 
cept an assignment - whether it’s three 
days, three weeks or three months. 

3. You will have the flexibility to 
schedule your own hours to allow you 
to take the time needed to tend to your 
personal affairs without having the 
weight of a department or a company 
on your shoulders. Just make sure the 
company you are temping with knows 
you might have such a need. 

4 You will accept responsibility and 
gain confidence in your abilities and 
capabilities at your own pace. 

5. You will quickly find those tasks 
and/or career fields that you are nei¬ 
ther interested in nor suited for. Agen¬ 
cies have training available and tests to 
determine your skills (or lack thereof!) 
and will not knowingly place you in an 
environment where you are not going 
to be happy and productive. If they do, 
you have the option to move on to an¬ 
other agency and other companies. 

6. Temp-to-perm is always possible. 


If the client company likes you and you 
think you’ve found your niche, they can 
always arrange to buy your contract 
from the agency that sent you there. 

7. If you mess up, you can move on 
to something else without a dismal 
record following you throughout your 
organization.:) 

The disadvantages - not so many. 

1. You are an employee of the 
agency, not the client company. In 


some companies, it doesn’t matter; in 
others, you are set apart somewhat 
from their employees; and in a few, you 
are simply an outsider. 

2. There is very little advancement 
in a temp job. You’re hired for a specif¬ 
ic length of time or a special project - 
and that’s generally where you’ll stay. 
There are “ongoing” assignments, but 
these also tend to keep you in a holding 
pattern.

Management changes, contracts are 
canceled, sales are down, or any num¬ 
ber of reasons. 

4. The benefits for temps are not 
usually as good as those given to per¬ 
manent employees.

Most people do not welcome career 
change. Even those wanting to reinvent 
themselves find it costly and stressful, 
like Minnesota’s new governor, Jessie 
Ventura. He’s gone from wrestling in 
tights and a feather boa to stumping 
across the state in jeans and a leather 
jacket discussing policy with legislators 
in suits and ties. Jessie “The Body” 
touted himself as Jessie “The Mind” 
during his gubernatorial run. Now, un¬ 
expectedly, he finds himself in the role 
of Jessie‘The Guv”. 

Famous Career Changers 

Jessie wasn’t the only public figure 
to undergo a career change last year. A 
January skiing accident took the life of 
Sonny Bono, prompting his widow to 
take over his congressional seat House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich unexpectedly 
resigned from his position and will not 
be teaching college. 

These political examples show us 
how career shifts vary. They can be 
prompted by graduation, divorce, the 
death of a spouse, the birth of a child, 
the relocation of a company, the clos¬ 
ing of a plant or any number of events, 
planned and unplanned. 

Examples in my own community in¬ 
clude a third grade teacher who is now 
a TV anchor, an attomey-tumed-pro- 


fessional-clown, a basketball star who’s 
become a youth leader, a retail sales 
clerk in law school, a medical doctor- 
tumed-architect, and a military pilot 
teaching high-school math. 

The Process of Career Shifts: 

How’s it done? There are numerous 
books written on the subject yet nearly 
everyone seems to follow a similar 
path. There’s no magic. Each career 
change appears to begin with... 

DISRUPTING EVENTS: Downsiz¬ 
ing, relocation, graduation, company 
buyouts, confusion, lack of direction, 
divorce, death of a loved one - career 
change starts with the events that dis¬ 
rupt your routine. Sonny’s widow, a 
housewife, never expected to run for 
Congress, nor did Newt anticipate he’d 
resign after the November elections. 

DEALING WITH FEELINGS: 
Along with disruptions come powerful 
feelings: hurt, resentment, disappoint¬ 
ment, anger, fear, and selfdoubt Deal¬ 
ing with feelings means learning from 
them how to find new direction, mean¬ 
ing, or purpose. For example, deep 
hurt teaches us what is truly important 
or what has been taken for granted. Re¬ 
sentment and anger often indicate 
things left unsaid or opportunities 
missed. Fear and self-doubt show vul¬ 
nerabilities. Once you identify feelings, 


even the negative ones, transformation 
can take place. 

BECOMING FOCUSED: Getting fo¬ 
cused happens after we deal with feel- 
ings — when we say, “Enough is 
enough!” That’s when we set goals and 
concentrate on what we need to do to 
reach them. 

MAKING A COMMITMENT: If fo¬ 
cus pushes you forward, commitment 
carries you to the prize. It’s the key to 
reaching your goal. It means putting 
one foot in front of the other, everyday. 
Commitment is the courage to keep go¬ 
ing when others might quit Commit¬ 
ment makes the difference between an 
unsuccessful and a successful career 
change. 

HAVING A PLAN: A written plan 
will give you both direction and moti¬ 
vation, particularly if it includes a 
back-up plan. To write your plan, state 
your objective with timetables. Set 
goals and plan specific actions to help 
you achieve them. 

Finally, not everyone is like Min¬ 
nesota’s Governor Jessie. Sometimes 
the things that make you restless are 
part of professional life. Perhaps they 
simply signal a desire for new chal¬ 
lenges rather than a new career. Con¬ 
sider joining a professional associa¬ 
tion. Whether you are starting out or 
starting over, membership in an associ¬ 
ation allows you to connect with like-

Remember: A cover letter 
should include items about your 
past experiences which are not 
necessarily covered within the re¬ 
sume. 

Tips. 

• Address the cover letter to a 
specific person with an exact title. 

• Produce the letter on 20 lb. cot¬ 
ton bond, white or off-white paper 

• Keep your letter short and to 
the point 

• Describe how your skills and 
abilities will benefit the company. 

• Provoke the employer to read 
your resume. 

• Request a job interview. 

• Include the current date on 
the upper portion of the page. 

• Don’t include reference names 
or addresses. These belong on a 
separate piece of paper 

• Don’t include personal beliefs, 
traits or features. It’s unprofession¬ 
al, and besides, a the employer is 
prohibited by law from asking 
many personal questions, such as 
those regarding your marital sta¬ 
tus, whether you have children, 
you religion, and health back¬ 
ground. 


• Don’t include your age. For the 
same reason as above. 

• Don’t talk negatively about 
previous employers. It will appear 
as if you have a hard time “playing 
well with others.” 

Tactics. 

• First paragraph: 

State the position in which you 
are interested and any persons 
who recommended this position 
for you. Include your name, ad¬ 
dress and phone in plain view. 

• Second and third paragraphs:

Re¬ 
quest an interview. Thank the em¬ 
ployer for his or her time and ef¬

• Closing: 

Two of the most common clos¬ 
ings are “Best Regards,” and “Sin¬ 
cerely.”

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Interview tips & tactics 


Tips: 

• Be sincere and direct In a word, be yourself. You’ll feel more comfortable 
and ensure a good employer/employee match if you are not trying to be some¬ 
thing you’re not 

• Be attentive and polite. Put your very best foot forward. Offer a warm hand 
shake and a smile. Remember the interviewer’s name, and address him or her 
as “Mr.” or “Ms.” unless invited to use first names. 

• Ask relevant questions. Usually, the interviewer will invite you to ask ques¬ 
tions toward the end of the interview. You should let the interviewer guide the 
meeting, and you can jump in after he or she has given you enough information 
to do so. Do not, however, ask about salary during the first meeting. 

• Answer questions concisely. It’s okay to pause before answering, rather 
than talk in circles. Try to imagine what types of questions may be asked of you 
before you go to the interview, so you may have ready answers available. 

• Use specific examples to illustrate points. When asked to demonstrate 
your effectiveness at previous jobs, don’t simply say, for example, “I increased 
sales at XYZ company,” or “I had a lot of responsibility.” Instead give more con¬ 
crete answers, such as, “I landed 13 new accounts at XYZ company, and in¬ 
creased sales with my existing accounts by 14 per cent in the last year.” Or be 
specific about increases in responsibility, promotions, and your duties. 

• Keep eye contact But don’t stare. 

• Take extra copies of your resume and references. You may be interviewed 
by a panel, in which case you’ll need enough resumes to pass around. 

• Take samples of your previous work, if applicable. 

• Don’t try to control the interview. Let the interviewer lead. Remember, 
even in this buyer’s market economy, you are still trying to sell yourself. 

• Don’t be too serious. But don’t be too relaxed, either. Just be professional, 
warm, and confident 

• Don’t make negative comments. Especially about your previous employer. 


It makes you look bad. Behave and speak as if the world is your oyster. And no 
matter how bad your last employer was, you certainly learned some good 
lessons. Focus on those, and BE POSITIVE. 

• Don’t look at your wristwatch It’s rude. You want the employer to know 
that he or she is your priority. Avoid feeling like you’re in a hurry by keeping 
your calendar clear the day of your interview-leave large blocks of time for the 
interviews. 

• Don’t take extensive notes. It’s distracting, and makes you appear inexperi¬ 
enced or over-eager. 

• Don’t be late. Again, this is rude, and sends the message that your prospec¬ 
tive employer’s time is of no value to you. 

Tactics. 

• Research the company or organization before the interview. Look them up 
on the internet When you are called for the interview, ask if the company has 
any newsletters, a printed job description, or any marketing brochures that you 
could review before your interview. Ask if it would be best if the company mails 
them, or if you could pick them up. 

• Link your abilities and skills to as many questions as possible. 

• Arrive at least 10-15 minutes early. 

• Ask at least two questions at the end of the interview. Some general ques¬ 
tions that may be appropriate would be: What would be some of my major chal¬ 
lenges in this position? When is this position available? Do you have a specific 
job description for this position? Are you looking for traditional or innovative 
solutions to problems? 

• Immediately following the interview, note the subjects that were dis¬ 
cussed, and write a thank you note to the interviewer. 

• Call the employer about the position after one week has elapsed. 

• Maintain a daily schedule, especially if you have more than one interview 
to attend.

Chronowski Fired 


Legendary Wayne Memorial baseball coach dismissed for using an expletive

A Wayne Memorial High 
School baseball coaching leg¬ 
end was fired last week report¬ 
edly for using an expletive 
during a pep-talk with team 
members. 

Jim Chronowski, who began 
his coaching career in the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
School District as an assistant 
coach in 1965 and was pro¬ 
moted to head baseball coach 
at Wayne Memorial when tncn 
coach Gary Green stepped 
down in 1968, confirmed Mon¬ 
day night that that he was 
fired. 

“They fired me apparently 
because I used that big Anglo-

Behind senior Caleb Beas¬ 
ley’s triple-winning perfor¬ 
mance, defending Mega 
Conference, Blue Division 
champ, Romulus, buried Gi¬ 
braltar Carlson, 89-33, in a track 
and field dual meet staged un¬ 
der a cold and bleak sky. 

“It was cold out there,” said 
Romulus coach Norb Glover, 
“and our times and perfor¬ 
mances reflected it. Let’s hope 
that as the weather improves, 
so will our times.” 

But the inclement weather 
didn’t stop Beasley, who has 
moved to the head of his class 
in the distance events. Beasley 
captured a first place in the 
mile as he led the pack to the 
wire in 5:03. He also stashed 
the 2-mile event into the Ea¬ 
gles’ winning column, claiming 
the event with a slow 11:01. 

Beasley teamed with Ashley 
Terry, Hemberto Comatho and 
Isaiah Tillman for the victory 
in the two-mile relay. 

The Eagles dominated the 
field events. They swept the 
long jump competition with 
David Jones, who won the 
event with a leap of 20’4”. Ray 
Graves and Joe Watson fin¬ 
ished second and third. Glover 
also has an athlete who has 
cleared 19 feet in Chris Talley. 

Kevin Thomas, of hoop 
fame, won the high jump event, 
and Myron Mosley placed first 
in the shot put competition. 
David Moomaw apparently is 
keeping in shape for the up¬ 
coming football season by toss- 
ing the discus. Moomaw 
airlifted the discus 100’20” for 
another Romulus victory. 

In the 100-meter dash, 
Charles Searcy not only won 
the event, but did it in the 
state-qualifying time of 11.3. 
Beasley beat out the field in 
the 800 meters and Joe Watson 
won the high hurdles. 

Competing in the pres¬ 
tigious Elks Relays in Dear¬ 
born over the weekend, 
Glover’s Eagles returned with 
a pair of gold medals. They 
won the 2- mile relay with Ash¬ 
ley Terry, Jarvis Jordan, Till¬ 
man and Beasley. The winning 
time was posted as 3:20.1. 

Terry, Jordan, Tillman and 
Beasley broke the Elks’ record 
for the 4 by 400 relay when 
they toured the distance in 
3:24. 

Romulus placed second in 
the 400-meter relay (44.2) with 
Searcy, Fred Harbor, Juan Mc- 
Cledon and Ray Graves, and 
Watson, Searcy, Harbor and 
Graves placed second to Elks’ 
overall invitational winner, 
Adrian, in the 800-meter relay 
when they crossed the finish 
line in 1:34.0. Adrian’s four¬ 
some carded a 1:30. 


Saxon ‘F’ word,” said Chro¬ 
nowski, during a telephone in¬ 
terview. “More than 30 years of 
coaching goes down the drain 
because of it.” 

Chronowski, a political sci¬ 
ence and American History 
teacher when he’s not coach¬ 
ing baseball, summarized the 
administration’s actions as “a 
witch hunt”. 

Chronowski said that he did 
not want to comment further 
“because I want to look at my 
options.” 

Chronowski has retired as 
an educator from the school 
district, but his coaching con¬ 
tract had been extended annu¬ 
ally for the past three years. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Greg Bar- 
acy, superintendent of Wayne- 


Westland schools, said that 
coach Chronowski was dis¬ 
missed for a litany of abuses. 

“I don’t think a coach, any 
coach, has the right to verbally 
abuse children,” Dr. Baracy 
said. “These are not the kind 
we want as role models for our 
children.” 

William Hawley, longtime 
athletic director at Wayne Me¬ 
morial, called the incident 
“very unfortunate.” 

“But, yes, we have replaced 
coach Chronowski with an in¬ 
terim coach who will finish out 
the season. And, I can under¬ 
stand the bitterness that ac¬ 
companies this action. 

“After all, you don’t take a 
popular coach who has won 
more than 400 games, has pro¬ 


duced some of the finest ball 
players in the state and the 
country and fire him without 
some sort of counter-reaction. 

“But, you also can’t allow a 
coach to use verbal language 
that is unsuitable anywhere.” 

Hawley said the varsity 
team has been assigned to Tom 
Wakefield, “who is a loyal Ze¬ 
bras, and has the credentials 
to get the job done.” The 
Wayne AD added that Wak¬ 
efield had been coaching at 
Madonna College, but the head 
of the Madonna Athletic De¬ 
partment has agreed to allow 
Wakefield out of his contract to 
coach at Wayne Memorial. 

Wakefield has reportedly 
inherited an atypical Wayne 
Memorial team that has a 1-3 
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tist’s Chino-based company, 
developed a sports monu¬ 
ment series to help profes¬ 
sional sports stadiums stand 
out from the others. 

The monument was pro¬ 
posed to the Detroit Tigers, 
the team Wakefield grew up 
with as a child. The Tigers 
responded immediately, but 
to date have not arranged fi¬ 
nancing. 

The Westland artist has 
designed and been awarded 
commissions for large-scale 
sculptures in Chicago, Min¬ 
neapolis, LaJolla, Santa 
Monica, San Bernardino, 
Rancho Cucamonga and 
Rancho Mirage. 

Wakefield moved to Cali¬ 
fornia to pursue an artistic 
career and to study art and 
culture at UCLA in 1978 and 
the Laguna Beach College 
of Art upon graduating from 
John Glenn. 


Two of the stimulating op¬ 
tions for “The Glove” monu¬ 
ment include a hydraulic 
lift to elevate the monument 
up from the stands following 
the National Anthem, and a 
60” diameter, hand-carved 
granite baseball with con¬ 
tributors names etched into 
the surface. 

“The Glove” can be cre¬ 
ated in solid stone, metal, or 
fiberglass to offer potential 
teams the landmark in a va¬ 
riety materials, styles, col¬ 
ors and prices. 

“A unique feature of the 
monument is that it can 
eventually pay for itself 
from the sale of VIP seats 
and marketing bptions re¬ 
lated to the monument,” 
said Kim Kern, the studio 
project manager, ‘‘espe¬ 
cially if its installed inside 
the stadium.”

Local sports litigation developing into national issue 


In June of 1998, when a 
small, informal Grand Rapids 
area group filed a lawsuit 
against the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association, 
which has prevailed in every 
legal action for 20 years, it may 
have seemed a mismatch of 
David and Goliath propor¬ 
tions. 

However, what began as an 
action to force the MHSAA to 
change the time of year for 
some of its post-season tourna¬ 
ment (so they coincide with 
college seasons), the rules for 
those tournaments (to be the 
same as the intercollegiate 
level), the places the tourna¬ 
ments are played and even the 
sports for which the tourna¬ 
ments are conducted, has be¬ 
come a lawsuit that could 
define the scope of the Fed¬ 
eral Government’s authority in 
the affairs of privately funded, 
not-for-profit, voluntary orga¬ 
nizations...with the MHSAA 
playing the part of David and 
the United States government 
as Goliath. 

The case is not about equity: 
it’s about government control. 
More precisely, it’s about a pri¬ 
vate organization’s institu¬ 
tional integrity to conduct 
activities that are not clearly 
illegal without government in¬ 
tervention. 

The plaintiffs advance a 
theory of equity —that any dif¬ 
ference between girls and 
boys programs or between 
high school and college pro¬ 
grams is discriminatory - with 
which no league or statewide 
association of coaches or ad¬ 
ministrations in Michigan is in 
agreement. 

The lightning rod for this li¬ 
tigation is that the high schools 
in Michigan conduct girls bas¬ 
ketball in the fall and girls vol¬ 
leyball in the winter, which is 
opposite intercollegiate sea¬ 
sons in all other states and Ca¬ 
nadian provinces except 
Montana, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, the smaller high 
schools of Virginia and the 
province of Ontario. 

Obviously, the MHSAA 
schedules its post-season tour¬ 
naments to coincide with 
schools’ calendars. A 1999 sur¬ 
vey of female student-athletes 
and five five surveys of mem¬ 
ber schools during the past 25 
years demonstrate huge sup¬ 
port for the Michigan model. 

While Michigan’s high 
school population base ranks 
seventh or eighth in the nation, 
depending on the source, 
Michigan ranks fourth in the 
number of female high-school 
golfers and tennis players and 
third in the number of female 
high school basketball and vol¬ 
leyball players. 

The MHSAA argues more 
than the considerable facts 
available to support the bene¬ 
fits of the calendar preferred 
by its member schools. The 
MHSAA asserts that the asso¬ 
ciation is not subject to Title 
IX of the 1972 Education 
Amendments. 

The MHSAA bases its argu¬ 
ment on the fact that the 
MHSAA receives no federal 
funds directly or indirectly, a 
position affirmed by the U.S. 
Government in 1984 and by a 
Federal District Court in Ka¬ 


lamazoo in this action last Jan¬ 
uary. 

But the Federal District 
Court also said it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter whether or not the MHSAA 
receives federal funds directly 
or indirectly. The court held 
that schools which do receive 


federal funds have ceded con¬ 
trol of interscholastic athletics 
to MHSAA (notwithstanding 
that Michigan law prohibits 
schools from doing so) and that 
such delegation of authority to 
the MHSAA subjects the 
MHSAA to Title IX. 


The MHSAA has appealed 
the District Court’s decision to 
the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit, and the U. S. 
Government of Justice is inter¬ 
vening for the plaintiffs to try 
to preserve this expansive 
reading of Title IX. 


The MHSAA didn’t choose 
and doesn’t have the authority 
- practically or legally - to dic¬ 
tate what sports local schools 
will sponsor and when they 
will conduct those sports. The 
MHSAA has argued that the 
plaintiffs had the wrong target 


for their lawsuit. 

But now that the federal 
government has intervened in 
the case, it’s clear that the in¬ 
tent is to bring even privately 
funded organizations under 
the federal government’s con¬ 
trol.

Teen Health Center marks 10 years

The positive factors that the 
Romulus Teen Health Center 
has made on local students 
lives for the last 10 years were 
highlighted last week, as the 
school district and Oakwood 
Health Care System leaders 
marked the center’s anniver¬ 
sary.

But Siese feels two major 


drawbacks currently hurt the 
anti-lyme disease effort — 
namely that curing lyme dis¬ 
ease is a long term effort and 
she feels that most doctors to¬ 
day are now fully educated on 


the disease symptoms. 

Thus Siese warns that many 
lyme disease victims are not 
properly diagnosed since a 
-tick bite can cause more than 
one diseasse. 


Siese also warns grand¬ 
parents, parents and teenagers 
to be aware that rodents -- 
such as white footed field mice 
- are prime carriers of the dis¬ 
ease.
